There is no government in 
the history of the world but 
what has had its  troublous 
times. Many of their subjects 
have proven traitors and an- 
archists and many are despisers 
of government, unless they can 
be the governor and they speak 
evil of dignity if they do not 
get to be the dignitary.

After God had manifested His 
approval on His government in 
so Many ways and His recog- 
nition of Moses as the earthly 
leader of His government un- 
der Him and the selection of 
Aaron and the emblem of His 
presence constantly in view, 
there was an uprising against 
Moses and Aaron which was a 
disapproval of what God had 
done in placing them in their 
respective positions. Korah, Da- 
than and Abiram conspired to- 
gether to change things and 
make the government more 
congregational. The first com- 
plaint made was, that Moses 
took too much upon himself 
which was an insinuation that 


he exercised. too much authori-|: 


ty, seeing there were others 
that were as well qualified as 
he was, and that he was lifting 
himself above the congregation. 

These fellows must have been 
political “pie hunters” and prob- 
ably thought that if they could 
get the form of government 
changed they might stand some 
chance to be elected to some 
position, that probably they 
would succeed Moses and Aa- 
ron and get some of their men 
of renown on the board of 
elders and run things their way, 
but when they found they could 
not do this, they decided to or- 
ganize something they could 
run, so they attempted to create 
a priestly order without divine 
authority and God ran them in- 
to a hole and that was the last 
of them and their organization.

They did not have 
near the number Korah had. 
He had two hundred and fifty 
princes of the Assembly, famous 
in the congregation and men of 
renown, but this wasn’t near as 
much as Moses had to contend 
with. This was a very small af- 
fair, just enough to remind us 
that we were on the right road 
and that history was repeating 
itself in a way. One, in making 
his complaints, led his hearers

ren was dedicated on Easter Sun- 
day, 1920. It was built at a cost of 
about $2,000, ard is a model of com- 
pactness and convenience. An ordi- 
nary Ford truck frame was used and 
the top built to suit the work. The 
back of the front seat folds down and 
a front piece comes up, forming a 
bed which ean be prepared in a mo- 
ment. Below is the space for books 
and tracts, while above on one side 
is the wardrobe and on the other the 
kitchen outfit. The wardrobe doors 
open revealing a side seat. A blue- 
flame kerosene stove serves splendid- 
ly for the cooking. At the rear a nar- 
row tier of shelves and drawers 
make room for toilet articles, etc. 

Over the side steps on the outside 
there are cylindrical tanks for water, 
gasoline, carburo, and tools. The car- 
buro makes a satisfactory light for 
the interior of the coach or for a 
meeting around the coach. The side 
windows are reversible, and one side 
is a blackboard, which bears. the 
notices on each side of the coach. 
The front windows are removable. 
When they are on, the coach is en- 
tirely closed and can be locked up 
and left like a house. The center is 
high, to permit standing upright, and 
windows at each side of the high 
part give light and ventilation. Three 
or four persons can live comfortably 
in the coach; but there is a small 
tent, which can be taken along when 
necessary. The coach has proven its 
ability to go over all kinds of bad 
roads where an ordinary auto can g0, 
and has carried as many as twenty- 
five people through mud and rain. 

It has proven to be a most effect- 
ive means of spreading the gospel, 
for everywhere it goes a crowd 
gathers about to see it; and there is 
a constant opportunity to sell Bibles, 
give out tracts and teach the gospel. 
It is our policy to confine our work 
to our district, and on account of the 
high cust of gasoline to remain in 
a town until it is thoroughly can- 
vasse’! beture going tu another. When 
a town is entered, if there are people 
already interested in the gospel, they 
soon make themselves known and 
thus form a group or center for furth- 
er work. A record is kept of all per- 
sons interested in each town so that 
the work can be followed up in sub- 
sequent visits. 

This method of evangelization has 
several advantages over ordinary col- 
portage work: First, it allows sever- 
al colporteurs to work together, thus 
encouraging one another. Second, it 
allows them to remain in a place as 
long as they wish with little expense, 
and to continue their work whether 
the weather is favorable or not. 
Third, it enables the colporteurs to 
follow up their selling by teaching— 
which is a very important matter. 
Fourth, it makes it possible to have 
public meetings-which are also im- 
portant. Fifth, it makes it possible 
to carry a larger variety of Bibles, 
tracts, and other boeks suitable for 
propaganda. Sixth, it enables the 
workers to reach the small villages 
and country places which * the col- 
porteur cannot ordinarily reach on 
account of the difficulty and expense.

“And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the greatest 
of these is charity.”’ 1 Cor. 13:13. We 
see what faith has done and is doing. 
Faith is a great thing when we begin 
to think over it. Jesus told His fol- 
lowers on one occasion, “If ye have 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye 
shall say unto this mountain, Re- 
move hence to yonder place; and it 
shall remove; and nothing shall be 
impossible unto you.” At another time 
He said in speaking to the sinner wo- 
man, “Thy faith hath saved, the2; go 
in peace.” Luke 7:50. 


It is by faith our hearts are purified 
for in Acts 15:9, we find it like this, 
“And put no difference between us 
and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith.” 


Hebrews 11:1 tells us what faith 
really is, “Now faith is the substance 
of things hoped for, the evidange of 
things not seen.” This chapter is filled 
with the many things faith has done, 
yet Paul declares charity is greater. 
Why so, Paul? Simply this, faith may 
fail, charity never fails. We see when 
Peter was walking on the water, his 
faith failed and he sank beneath the 
waves, yet behold the great love of 
Christ when He reuched out His hand 
and raised him up again. Love or 
charity never fails. 

This charity we place se far above 
faith is that divine love that brings 
peace to the soul and without His love 
or charity we are nothins. Some say 
ther have the bicssing, but Vaul teils 
us, 1 Cor. 13:1, “Though I speak with 
the tongues of men and of anvels, and 
have not charity, I am become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal.” 
So we can readily see that it is not the” 
fuss that proves that we have it, but 
that charity. 

Again he says, “And though I have 
the gift of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, an all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith, so that I 
could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, I. am nothing.” 


Now we begin to see why charity 
is so much greater than faith, for if 
we preach or prophesy without first 
having love to show the people that 
we do love them we will drive more 
people away than we will ever gain 
for Christ. If we have a gift we must 
learn that it is to be used in love and 
not in harshness. Now if I had faith 
so as to remove mountains, I must 
first have love sufficient to not move 
it where it would hinder my brother 
or sister for I am to look eut for their 
welfare as much as my own. In fact, 
we are told to prefer one another and 
charity, the divine love of God, will 
do it every time. 


Charity is no respecter of persons. 
They all look alike that are full of 
His love. I do not wonder at Paul us- 
ing this as a leading thought for some 
think it is something great to give 
and indeed it is but, first «f all, we 
must know how to use charity for 
I might give all I have and give it 
in a way that it is never rememr 
bered. Why? I failed to show love or 
charity. Had a selfish motive in view; 
gave to be seen of men for the praise 
of same. This does not show charity, 
but when the great love of God is be- 
hind the gift it will be felt by the cne 
who receives and will be said as cf 
the poor widow, She hath done more 
than ye all. When this is said we will 
feel the more humble »ecause charity 
is not puffed up and she seeketh not 
her own but the welfare of uthers and 
O how kind she is, just alike to every ° 
one all the time; suffers long and 
will never fail. Why? Because it 
comes from the great heart of God, 

We know we have this experience 
for we hear him say like this, How 
can a man love God whom ne has.

“But there were false prophets al-| 
so among the people, even as there 
shall be false teachers amoag you, | 
who privily shall bring 1:2 damnable | 
heresies, even denying the Lord that) 
bought them.” 2 Pet. 2:1. This can| 
be applied only to the ones who deny 
Jesus as the second person cf the 
Trinity and call Him the eternal Je- 
hovah, God the Father. 


Let us turn to Prov. 8:21-31, “That |
